We  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  thirty-fifth 
Report  of  the  Alberta  Liquor  Control  Board  covering  its  operations 
for  the  year  ended  on  the  31st  of  March,  1959. 

Net  profit  on  liquor  and  beer  sales  amounted  to  $18,786,- 
164.90,  an  increase  of  $715,844.82  over  the  previous  year. 

DSSTiLLERY  AND  BREWERY  LICENSES 

One  distillery  and  six  breweries  were  licensed  and  their 
general  operations  were  conducted  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to 
the  Board. 

The  premises  of  these  manufacturers  were  inspected  at  inter¬ 
vals  by  representatives  of  the  Board  while  their  products  were 
subjected  to  continuous  analysis  during  the  year.  Products 
continued  to  be  of  high  quality. 

HOTELS 

In  the  year  ended  March  31st,  1959,  four  hundred  and  forty- 
eight  (448)  beverage  room  licenses  were  issued  compared  to  the 
four  hundred  and  forty-two  (442)  licenses  issued  in  the  previous 
year.  The  twenty-six  (26)  hotels  sold  in  the  past  year  compare  with 
nineteen  sales  in  the  year  1957-58.  Three  hotels  were  destroyed 
by  fire  in  the  year  under  review  and  were  not  rebuilt.  No  loss  of 
life  was  sustained  in  the  fires.  The  hotels  destroyed  were: 
Riverview  Hotel — Heinsburg 
Sportsman  Hotel — Ellerslie 
Sunnybrook  Hotel — Sunnybrook 

The  Chateau  Lake  Louise  surrendered  beer  licenses  which 
were  not  replaced. 

Temporary  suspension  of  hotel  beverage  room  and  beer 
vendor's  licenses  was  ordered  by  the  Board  in  the  instances  of 


operational  infractions  undernoted: 

Serving  Minors  _  1 

Unsatisfactory  Conduct  and  Operation  of

Selling  Beer  during  Prohibited  Hours  _  1 

Total  Hotel  License  Suspensions  4 
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Hotels  were  granted  eleven  dining  lounge  licenses  and  ten 
lounge  licenses  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  The  Liquor  Licensing 
Act.  Entertainment  Licenses  were  granted  to  seven  hotel  dining 
lounges.  No  suspensions  of  hotel  dining  lounge  licenses  and  lounge 
licenses  or  entertainment  permits  were  ordered  by  the  Board  in 
the  year  ended  March  31st,  1959. 

Generally,  the  licensed  hotels  throughout  the  Province  have 
continued  to  give  a  good  standard  of  service  to  the  public.  Steady 
improvements  were  again  evident  in  hotel  room  accommodation 
with  improvement  of  meal  services  gaining  particular  attention 
where  new  dining  lounge  licenses  were  in  effect. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  thanks  to  the  hotel  owners 
and  their  staffs  in  addition  to  the  President,  Directors  and  staff 
of  the  Alberta  Hotel  Association  for  the  assistance  rendered  to 
the  Board  in  carrying  out  its  administrative  functions  in  the  past 
year. 


CLUBS 

The  following  number  of  licenses  were  granted  to  clubs: 


Club  Beer  Licenses  (Regular)  66 

Club  Beer  Licenses  (Seasonal)  _  19 

Club  Liquor  Licenses  (Regular)  _  24 

Club  Liquor  Licenses  (Seasonal)  _  6 


No  suspensions  of  club  licenses  were  ordered  by  the  Board  in 
the  past  year.  Licensed  clubs  generally  conducted  their  operations 
in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Board. 


CANTEENS 

Forty  (40)  canteen  beer  licenses  and  forty-seven  (47)  canteen 
liquor  licenses  were  issued  to  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  Crown. 
Discipline  in  the  canteens  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Officers 
Commanding  these  Forces. 


RESTAURANTS  (OTHER  THAN  HOTEL) 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  The  Liquor  Licensing  Act,  twelve 
dining  lounge  licenses,  five  lounge  licenses  and  two  entertainment 
licenses  were  granted  to  restaurants  other  than  hotel  restaurants. 
The  Board  was  pleased  to  note  that  the  meals,  service  and  accom¬ 
modations  provided  for  the  public  in  these  new  outlets  were  of  a 
generally  higher  standard  than  had  been  previously  provided  by 
the  same  businesses. 

Details  of  all  licenses  issued,  surrendered  and  suspended 
will  be  found  in  Appendix  " A ". 


LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

The  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  The  Liquor  Control  Act, 
1958  and  the  Liquor  Licensing  Act  is  entrusted  to  the  Royal  Cana¬ 
dian  Mounted  Police  and  the  police  forces  of  the  Cities,  Towns, 
Villages  and  Municipalities  throughout  the  Province. 
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The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  to  express  its  appreciation 
and  thanks  to  the  officers  and  men  of  those  forces  for  their 
co-operation  with  the  Board  in  retaining  liquor  control. 

The  Board  is  indebted  to  the  officials  and  staff  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Attorney  General  for  the  valuable  guidance  and 
assistance  rendered  to  it  in  the  past  year. 


GENERAL 

Interdictions  placed  in  the  year  totalled  four  hundred  and 
forty  (440)  compared  with  four  hundred  and  twenty-eight  (428) 
in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  interdictions  in  force  at  the 
current  year's  end  were  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty- 
four  (1,424),  being  five  less  than  at  the  year  ended  March  31, 
1958. 

Pursuant  to  Federal  Statute,  the  Board  provided  Duty  and 
Sales  Tax-Free  liquor  to  Units  and  Members  of  the  NATO  Forces 
serving  in  Alberta. 

Payments  to  the  Federal  Government  by  the  Board  for  Cus¬ 
toms  and  Excise  Duties  and  Sales  Taxes  amounted  to  $10,755,- 
928.85,  an  increase  of  $691,336.28  over  the  previous  year. 

Payments  to  the  Federal  Government  by  Alberta  Breweries 
for  Sales  Tax  and  taxes  on  malt  amounted  to  $8,503,901.53,  an 
increase  of  $544,591.93  over  the  fiscal  year  1957-1958.
